This  community  appearance  program  was  prepared  'by  the  Banner  Elk 
Planning  Board,  in  its  capacity  as  the  Town’s  Appearance  Commission,  in 
an  effort  to  initiate,  and  assist  in  the  implamantation  of  an  area-wide 
beautification  program0 


1X0  Scop©  of  the  Program

municipality  and  Immediate  environs »  This  survey  identifies  'those  factors 
trld ch  contribute  to  the  attractive  appearance  of  the  community  and,  should 
be  preserved,  as  well  as  those  things  which  detract  from  the  comnrunity’s 
appearance  and  should  be  improved*

III  Background 

Banner  £lk,  a  small  town  of  approsdisately  800  persons*  is  located 
In  the  mountainous  region  of  Western  Worth  Carolina,,  The  tom  Ms  in  the 
past  been  known  as  a  college  oriented  'Gown  because  of  the  presence  of 
Lees*4icEae  College  and  its  associated  Cannon  Memorial  Hospital*  Thus, 
a  large  portion  of  the  Town’s  economy  is  oriented  toward  educational  services 
and  hospital  services  0 

The  area  adjacent  to  the  town  has  many  recreational  and  resort 
facilities  that  are  nationally  knewru  The  areals  mild;  cool  summers  and 
Marge  winter  showfaXX  has  attracted  two  of  the  .'largest  ski  resorts  in 
the  southeast  to  the  area  that  have  recently  located  almost  adjacent 
to  Banner  31k*  The  result  has  been  an  influx  of  several  hundred  thousand 
tourists  per  year  that  have  visited  the  area* 

The  Town  of  Banner  Ilk  feels  that  in  order  to  conserve  its  beauty, 
protect'  its  identify  and  plan  for  the  projected  growth  and  development

The  majority  of  the  dwelling  units  in  the  area  a, re  located  on 
well-shaded  .landscaped,  lots o  Many  of  the  homes  reflect  a  rustic 
design  that  is  hanaoneous  with  the  surrounding  countryside « 

A  few  of  the  more  recently  constructed  commercial  buildings 
within  the  Central  Business  district  have*  through  the  proper  use  of  /.iter- 
ials  and  by  using  Alpine  or  rustic  designs  §  have  upgraded  the  domrt  wn 
area*  A  ^mini-park1’  'that  provides  a  visually  appealing  area  was  n  esntly

developed  by  a  civic  group  in  downtown  Banner  EUle*  Ihe  nearby  commercial 
and  residential  resort  areas  of  both  Beech  Mountain  and  Sugar  Mountain

Elk  and  its  immediate  environs  a  basically  beautiful  erea0  However* 
positive  steps  must  be  tsk&ft  by  individual  property  owners*  merchants* 
civic  groups  and  local  groups  ‘to  insure  that  the  beauty  and  character 
of  the  area  is  conserved  and  improved  0

Banner  Elk  1ms  several,  problem  areas  that  can  be  improved  with  the 

donation  of  time  and  labor  from  individuals  and  groups  *  Other  problem 

» 

areas  will  i*equire  moderate  aixpenditures  of  both  finances  and  labor. 

Clearing  overgrowth  9  weeds  and  rubbish  from  several  of  ‘the  streams 
and  the  trinmdng  of  tress  at  Wildcat  Lake  would  facilitate  the  view  of  these 
areas o  There  axe  three  areas  that  have  accumulations  of  j uric  cars  that 
should  be  cleared  and/or  screened .  Several  state  and  county  roads  need 
pavings  widening,  and  their  shoulders  raised. 

Several  areas  in  town  are  in  need  of  sidewalks  and  many  business 
establishments  should  pave  and  screen  their  parking  facilities.  Probably- 
the  most  noticeable  visual  offenders  axe  those  ccsmmercial  establiahfflg&ts 
that,  have  open  storage  of  their  supplies  and  merchandise.  Screening’ 
and/or  storing  of  these  items'  Indoors  is  badly  needed* 

A  few  residential  and.  commercial  structures  along  the  main 
thoroughfares  are  deteriorating  or  dilapidated  o  These  structures  should 
be  renovated  or  demolished.  A  housing  code  compliance  program  would  he.V 
upgrade  and  conserve  the  residential  areas.

A  SOGCESTED  TREE  PLA1ITIIJG  BIOJECT 


Although  planting  street  trees  la  a  common  practice  in  muy 
llortli  Chrolina  tot-ms ,  the  full  value  has  not  generally  been  achieved 
from  such  planting  because  of  lack  of  a  comprehensive  community  plan 
and  careless  selection  of  trees  by  abutting  property  owners «  Tilth 
proper  guidance  most  property  owners  will  gladly  plant  the  trees 
which  mill  contribute  most  to  the  permanent  beauty  of  their  street  and 
will  avoid  planting  trees  which  eventually  create  traffic  hazards  .and 
interfere  with  sewers,  sidewalks,  and  utility  installations * 

Hell-placed,  and  planned  street  trees  contribute  greatly  to  the 
beauty  of  a  caommity*  The  presence  of  trees  along  the  streets  tends 
to  soften  the  formal  street  and  building  lines  and  to  bring  about  a 
natural  and  satisfying  beauty*  Trees  also  serve  to  blend  homes, 
churches  and  business  areas  into  a  fluid,  pleasing  visual  pattern* 

Despite  their  assets,  street  trees,  if  improperly  planted  or 
maintained  earn  become  a  liability*  Trees  may  be  planted  too  close 
to  the  curb  or  at  corners  where  they  interfere  with  proper  vision, 
thus  making  them  hazardous  to  the  safe  use  of  the  street*  Trees 
planted  without  regard  to  their  fully  grown  size,  my  Interfere  with 
overhead  utilities*  They  may  be  planted  so  that  their  roots  will 
clog  sewers,  push  up  sidewalks,  or  interfere  with  the  miatenaace 
of  underground  utilities* 


Through  a  planned  program,  sponsored  by  Banner  Elk  in  conjunction 
with  local  garden  clubs  and  civic  groups,  a  planting  program  can  add 
beauty  to  the  town  at  vary  little  expense  over  a  period  of  years* 

It  io  necessary  that  the  plan  must  be  developed  and  continued 
as  a  long-term  program*  A  town  ordinance  regulating  the  care  and 
planting  of  trees  on  town  streets  should  be  adopted*  The  ordinance 
should  vest  in  some  public  authority  (Town  Council.  Appearance 
Commission)  the  right  to  regulate  the  care  and  planting  of  trees 
on  public  land*  The  ordinance  need  not  require  that  ail  of  the  work 
related  ho  tree  care  bo  performed  by  the  Town,  but  my  merely  provide 
that  such  work  will  be  done  subject  to  supervision*  A  suggested 
ordinance  will  bo  found  attached  at  the  end  of  this  particular  section* 


I*  Control  of  Street  Tree  Planting 

As  soon  as  an  ordinance  in  adopted,  as  may  interacted  persons 
and  organisations  as  possible  should  be  enlisted  to  help  sponsor  and 
cany  out  the  plan*  The  individual  property  owners  should  be  notified 
regarding  the  plan,  and  told  specifically  what  type  of  tree  is  proposed 
for  the  space  in  front  of  ‘Us  property,  where  it  is.  to  be  located,  and 
how  to  plant  and  care  for  it*  Only  trees  which  e.r©  adaptable  to  the 
coil,  and  climate  of  the  Bonner  Elk  area  should  be  selected*  Consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  height  of  the  trees,  the  rate  of  growth,  the 
length  of  life,  the  root  system,  the  maintenance  problems  and  the  resistance 


to  disease*
